On Thursday June 24, 2010, Sergeants Brenda Parker, David Bly, and Lieutenant 
Stephanie Fredericks responded to Studio City, to investigate a deputy-involved hit 
shooting. Upon examination of physical evidence, it was determined that Detective 
Brewster's bullet did not strike the deceased suspect. Physical evidence showed that 
it was DEA Special Agent И bullet that struck Suspect Champommier and 
caused his fatality.

Investigators learned the following: 


Detective Brewster, was working with the Drug Enforcement Agency on their Sensitive 
Investigations Unit (SIU) Task Force. This task force is a multi jurisdiction task force 
of the Drug Enforcement Agency that is made up of DEA Agents, Deputy Sheriffs, 
LAPD Officers, ATF Agents, and IRS agents. The task force had executed a 
narcotics related search warrant at; in the City of 

The members of the task force met at the northwest corner of Laurel Canyon 
Boulevard and Ventura Boulevard in a commercial area parking lot, to debrief. They 
parked their unmarked vehicles in the north west corner of the parking lot. They were 
securing their raid gear and equipment in their vehicles when they observed Suspect 
Oeters walking through the parking lot. They noticed Suspect Oeters was stopping 
and "peering" into the windows of parked cars. He appeared to be casing the area. 
Suspect Oeters moved from car to car and eventually ended up looking into the 
windows of several cars belonging to the SIU task force. 


Believing Suspect Oeters was about to commit vehicle burglaries, members of the 
task force contacted him regarding a possible vehicle burglary investigation. Suspect 
Oeters immediately became uncooperative, combative and resistive with the task 
force members and a struggle ensued. Los Angeles County Sheriff's Department 
Narcotics Detectives Brewster and Serrano went to the aid task force members who 
were struggling with the suspect. Detective Brewster drew his weapon and was 
attempting to order the suspect to the ground. Suddenly, a white Toyota Corolla, 
driven by Suspect Champommier, drove towards Detective Brewster at a high rate 
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of speed, striking him. Detective Brewster was thrown up onto the hood of Suspect 
Champommier’s vehicle, landing against the front windshield, then on the ground. 
Drug Enforcement Agent, Special Agent M having seen Suspect 
Champommier intentionally strike Detective Brewster with his vehicle, fired five 
rounds on the driver's side of the suspect vehicle as it accelerated passed him. 


Fearing for his life and the safety of his team members, Detective Brewster fired one 
round at the suspect's rear window as the suspect sped away, and toward the rest of 
the task force members. The driver of the vehicle accelerated through the parking lot 
and crashed into two parked cars a short distance away. The task force members 
followed the vehicle on foot. When they realized the driver of the suspect vehicle had 
been shot and was not responding, they pulled him from the car and attempted to 
render first aid and perform CPR. 


The driver, identified as Suspect Champommier, sustained a single gunshot wound 
to his left arm in which the projectile traveled though his upper torso and out his right 
arm. Suspect Champommier was pronounced dead at the scene by paramedics. 


Upon retrieving a data report from Suspect Champommier's phone records, 
Investigators were able to establish a relationship between Suspect Champommier 
and Suspect Oeters. From the content of the text messages between Suspect Oeters 
and Suspect Champommier, it was apparent that they had planned on meeting in the 
parking lot that night , in order to have a sexual encounter.

Detective Brewster sustained bruising and abrasions to his left leg, back, chest and 
arm. He was transported to Cedars Sinai Hospital where he was treated for his 
injuries and released.

Brewster, Mark 


Deputy Mark Brewster was interviewed on May 19, 2011, at 0908 in an interview room at 
the Internal Affairs Bureau office by Sergeants Brenda Parker and David Bly. 


IAB Note: Detective Brewster was interviewed by Homicide Investigators, 
Sergeants Don Walls and Sandra Nava on June 25, 2010. Both 
interviews were Digitally recorded. 


Detective Brewster said that on June 24, 2010, after serving a search warrant at WENEI 

, with the Drug Enforcement Agency Sensitive Investigations Task Force, 
the team met at the corner of Laurel Canyon Boulevard and Ventura Boulevard to debrief. 
He said he was the last member of the team to arrive in the parking lot because he had 
originally gone to the wrong location. He said as he entered the parking lot, he could see 
two of his team members at the far corner trying to detain a male white adult, who was 
trying to run from them. 


Detective Brewster said the suspect was flailing his arms and trying not to be grabbed or 
controlled. He said the suspect was saying “What's going on? What's going on?” as one 
of his team members held the suspect by his sleeve. 


Detective Brewster said he saw the suspect swinging at his partners. Detective Brewster 
said he quickly pulled into a parking stall, “bailed” out of his car, and started to engage the 


suspect with his partners. He said at one point he saw the suspect jam his right hand in 
his right front pants pocket. 
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Detective Brewster said when he was approximately 15 feet away from the suspect. He 
said he drew his weapon and pointed it at the suspect and said "Sheriff's Department, get 
on the ground.” He said he heard SIU team member Detective llli from LAPD yell 
“LAPD.” Detective Brewster said he then heard tires screeching and saw a flash of white 
light to his left, in his peripheral vision. 


Detective Brewster said the next thing he knew, his gun hit a windshield and he was rolling 
up on the hood of a vehicle, looking at the driver through the window. He said while on the 
hood of the car, he saw the back driver's side window "explode" as he slid off of the vehicle, 
after riding it for 12 to 15 feet. He said he heard at least two gunshots, but did not see 
anyone shoot, nor did he know where the shots came from. He said he then saw the 
suspect trying to get the car into gear and take off. Detective Brewster said he stepped out 
of the way of the car. He said the car then drove past him about 15 to 20 feet, in the 
direction of the rest of his team members. He said, fearing that one of his team members 
would also be struck by the suspect vehicle, he fired one round at the vehicle's back window 
from an approximate 15 to 20 foot range. He said that everything happened so fast that he 
did not focus on the back drop, he said the only thing he saw was the driver in the car 
through the back window of the suspect vehicle. 


Detective Brewster said as the vehicle continued rolling, it made a right turn. He said he 
realized he had a "bad background" and did not attempt to fire any more shots from his 
weapon. Detective Brewster said “hollered” at Special — RR telling her to 
put out the emergency radio traffic. He said as she got on the phone, he followed the 
vehicle on foot, along with other team members to the area where the vehicle came to a 
stop. He said he waived in an LAPD officer who was responding, identified himself, and 
went back to his vehicle and sat down on the tailgate. 


Detective Brewster said the whole incident lasted about two minutes. 


SWORN WITNESS STATEMENTS 


Special Agent EBENE ias interviewed on July 1, 2010, by Los Angeles 
County Sheriff Sergeants Don Walls and Sandra Nava at 1340 hours. The interview was 
digitally recorded. 
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Agent И said that on June 24, 2010, he and other members of the Drug Enforcement 
Agency Sensitive Investigations Task Force served a search warrant at an address on 

He said after serving the search warrant, the team met at the location 
to debrief and get something to eat. Agent ШШШ said he was the second to the last 
person to get to the parking lot. He said when he arrived, he could see his team members 
“milling” around their cars. He said as he got out of his car, he noticed a male white adult 
(later identified as Suspect Oeters) walking westbound in his direction. 


Agent ШЕШ said the man looked a little odd and “out of place,” as he approached the 
area where the team members were congregating. He said when the man walked near 
their vehicles, he thought it would be wise to follow him to observe his actions. 

He said he began walking westbound toward the suspect when he saw Agent JE 
approaching the suspect. 


Agent ШЕШ said Agent И attempted to contact the suspect, saying, “Hey, l'd like 
to speak with you,” as he moved his clothing back and exposed his badge. Agent 
said the man “appeared” to say, “I didn’t do anything wrong. | didn’t do anything wrong, 
what are you doing?" He said Detective [EEE joined Agent I showed his badge 
to the suspect, and attempted to talk with him. ‘Agent NM s2c he saw and heard both 
officers giving verbal commands to the suspect. He said the suspect turned around and 
tried to walk away but could not go anywhere because the fence was blocking him. Agent 
said it looked as if the suspect was going to try to climb over the fence. He said 
at that point Detective [tried to physically detain the suspect. He said the suspect 
was not following commands to put his hands up, and kept complaining. 


Agent MEN said Agent ШШШ told the suspect “Get those hands m I need to see 


your hands." The suspect brought his hands down again. Agent repeated, "Get 
those hands up. | need to see your hands." He said the suspect did not comply with Agent 


|. commands. 


Agent 00 said as he walked toward the incident, Special Agent Ж. quickly moved 
in front of him and attempted to make contact with the suspect. He said he looked to his 
left and saw Detective Brewster holding up his gun shouting “Sheriff's Department, stop 
resisting.” He said he looked back and saw Agent MM go up and grab the suspect. He 
said he expected to see Agent Ш pull the suspect to the ground but instead, 
“something” made him look in Detective Brewster's direction. He said he saw Detective 
Brewster's body go up in the air. He then saw Detective Brewster's body come back down 
and land onto the hood of a white car. He then heard an engine rev. He said he then saw 
that the vehicle did not stop, and it was accelerating toward him.

Agent EEE said as the vehicle was approaching, he moved out of the path of the vehicle 
and moved closer to the other officers. He said the car “swept” by with Detective Brewster 
on the hood. He said at that point he feared for Detective Brewster's life and for other team 
members who he “perceived” were somewhere in the vicinity. Agent ШИ said he knew 
he had to do something and as the vehicle rolled toward him, increasing in speed, he pulled 
the trigger on his weapon as he was side by side with the vehicle's driver side window. 


Agent ШШ said he believes he was moving as he was shooting, but does not know if 
anyone else shot at the suspect vehicle. He said he saw Detective Brewster standing with 
his firearm drawn, and pointed toward the vehicle. Agent 0 said as soon as he 
believed he was not in Detective Brewster's line of fire, he ran after the suspect vehicle. He 
said the suspect vehicle collided and came to a stop. He said he positioned himself on the 
driver's side of the vehicle, slightly behind the driver's door. He said he shouted to the 
driver "show me your hands." 


Agent [said when he realized the suspect had been shot, he made the decision to 
remove the suspect from the vehicle. He said he and some of his team members removed 
the suspect from the car. He said he rendered first aid and CPR. He said as a trained 
EMT, he noticed that Suspect Champommier's stomach convulsed two times and he knew 
the suspect had expired. 


SERRANO, Alfonso 


Detective Serrano was interviewed on July 25, 2010, at LAPD's North Hollywood Station 
by Los Angeles County Sheriff's Homicide Detective Sergeants Don Walls and Sandra 
Nava. The Interview was digitally recorded. 


Detective Serrano said that on July 24,2010, he and members of the Drug Enforcement 
Agency Sensitive Investigations Task Force served a search warrant E — — 
SEE He said after they concluded, they went to the northwest corner of 
Laurel Canyon and Ventura Boulevard, behind CVS Pharmacy. He said before starting 
briefing, they were in the parking lot taking off their gear. He said they saw a white male 
(Suspect Oeters) walking westbound along the north side of the parking lot. He said as the 
suspect was walking, he was looking into parked cars, including their vehicles and 
“checking” them. He said Detective ll caliod to the suspect and asked him what he 
was looking for, but the suspect ignored him and kept walking. He said Detective ЩИ, 
Agent | and Agent ont over to talk with the suspect. 


When they contacted the suspect and identified themselves as Law Enforcement Officers, 
the suspect was very uncooperative and continued to walk away from them. 
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Detective Serrano said the suspect put his right hand in his pocket. He said Detective 
EE оо the suspect to take his hand out of his pocket, but the suspect refused. He 
said at one point he saw Detective | attempt to physically restrain the suspect. 


Detective Serrano said as the investigators were dealing with the suspect, he saw Detective 
Brewster walk toward the area where the incident was occurring with his gun drawn. He 
said he quickly put his civilian jacket on and walked toward the problem area to attempt to 
help physically restrain the suspect. He said he walked passed Detective Brewster and got 
closer to the problem. He said he then heard someone rev an engine. He looked to his left 
and saw a car with its lights on. He said the car rewved its engine about two times and then 
he focused back on the problem because he thought it was someone having car trouble. 
He said he then heard screeching tires and saw lights in his peripheral vision coming toward 
them. He said before he knew it, the car was heading toward them at 25 to 30 miles an 
hour. He said he turned and the car was about two or three feet behind him. 


Detective Serrano said he knew that Detective Brewster was behind him so he turned the 
other way and saw the front driver's side of the vehicle hit Detective Brewster and pick him 
up off the ground. He said Detective Brewster “went up” on the hood. He said he heard a 
couple of shots, and saw Detective Brewster “come off” the car sideways and land on his 
feet or on his hands and feet and pick himself up. 


Detective Serrano said the white car continued traveling and it seemed like the driver of the 
vehicle would “slow up,” then accelerate. He said the vehicle maneuvered a turn and 
accelerated eastbound. He said he then heard a big crash and saw the vehicle had 
crashed into parked cars. He said everyone started running toward the crash. He said 
team members went up to the car but he stayed behind to keep an eye on Detective 
Brewster. He said the engine of the car kept running and the tires were still spinning. He 
said some of the team members pulled the suspect out of the car. He said Agen ШШ 
administered first aid assisted by some of the other team members. 


Detective Serrano said he heard “a couple” of shots go off when Detective Brewster was 
on the hood of the suspect vehicle, and another several shots go off when Detective 


Brewster was coming off of the suspect vehicle. Detective Serrano said all together, he 
heard approximately four to six gunshots. 


Detective MEME was interviewed on June 25, 2010, at approximately 0305 hours, by 
Sergeants Don Walls and Sandra Nava. The Interview was digitally recorded. 
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Detective | | said he and the Drug Enforcement Agency Sensitive Investigations Task 
Force served a search warrant at i. He said after serving the warrant, 
they responded to Laurel Canyon and Ventura Boulevard to debrief. He said he and his 
team members pulled into the parking lot. He said he exited his vehicle, and observed a 
male white adult “appear,” and started peering into their vehicles. He said the male white 
started looking at one of the agents as the agent was undressing, and removing some 
search warrant items. Detective Ш said as he was telling the agent to watch his back, 
the man immediately walked to the other side of the agent's truck and started peering inside 
the truck. 


Detective [J said he began to watch the man whom he suspected as a potential 
burglary suspect. He said the suspect appeared at the front end of the truck that he had 
been peering into and walked over to his (Detective) vehicle and peered in. He 
then went to a team member's Charger, which was parked alone near the fence. He said 
he then held up his badge and identified himself as a Los Angeles Police Department 
Officer and asked him "What are you doing at this vehicle?" He said the suspect replied 
“I'm not doing anything." He said he again identified himself as an LAPD Officer and told 
the suspect that he wanted to talk to him. He said the suspect began walking away. He 
said the suspect was verbally combative, argumentative, and would not cooperate. He said 
the suspect was pushing and shoving, and ignoring his commands. 


Detective ШШШ said as he approached the suspect, he stopped along the chain link 
fence. He said the suspect immediately tried to put his hand in his left pants pocket. 
Detective Ш said he grabbed the suspect's wrist to detain him. Detective MEME said 
the suspect began to get combative and started resisting. Detective ШШ said he told 
the suspect to stop resisting. He said he faced the suspect against the fence with the 
assistance of Agent and began placing his left hand behind his back. 


Detective ШИ said he heard a vehicle engine revving directly behind him. He said he 
heard the vehicle hit something. He said he looked back and saw Detective Brewster on 
the front hood of the vehicle. He said Detective Brewster was producing his weapon and 
yelling "Los Angeles Sheriff, stop your vehicle." He said he heard two shots and saw the 
driver's side window of the vehicle break. He said he turned his attention back to the 
suspect he was trying to restrain because the suspect started moving and struggling. He 
said he heard additional shots. He said Agent [J assisted him with handcuffing the 
suspect. He said he placed the suspect on the ground in a prone position to secure him . 


Detective ШИ said he heard the vehicle crash. He said he stayed with the burglary 
suspect but he could see the other officers ordering the second suspect out of the vehicle 
and administering first aid to him. 
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Detective ШЕШШ said after he secured the suspect when the incident was over, the 
suspect told him he was looking for a friend. He said the suspect stated, “I was waiting for 
a friend who was over 18 and he was in a white vehicle.” 


Special Agent ШЕШ was interviewed on June 25, 2010, at approximately 1740 hours, by 
Sergeants Don Walls and Sandra Nava. The interview was conducted in a conference 
room, located within the DEA office in the city of Los Angeles. The Interview was digitally 
recorded. 


Special Agent J said he and other team members of the Drug Enforcement Agenc 
Sensitive Investigations Task Force executed a search warrant at a 
just prior to this incident occurring, he said the team members had driven 


from the search warrant location to the northwest parking lot of Laurel Canyon Boulevard, 
and Ventura Boulevard to debrief the operation. 


Special Agent | said most of the team members were congregating between their cars 
taking their gear off. He said the team was parked in an area of the parking lot where there 
were no other cars within several rows of where they were. He said within less than a 
minute of being out of the vehicles, they saw a white “guy” — Oeters) walking 
northbound through the parking lot behind Special Agent truck. Не said 
Detective [EJ was watching the suspect because there were no other vehicles in that 
area and the suspect seemed out of place. He said the suspect walked behind Special 
Agent ИШИ с and seemed to be peering in аз he was walking by. He said the 
suspect went to another team member's vehicle, within two feet, and looked into the 
window. He said the vehicle was parked against a fence, away from the other team cars. 
He said the suspect was now 20 feet away from them. 


Special Agent [I said that Detective И asked the suspect to come over and talk 
to him. He said the suspect responded, “Hey, | didn't do anything, you know.” He said 
Detective Ш said “No, no come here.” Special Agent said the suspect then 
began to get agitated. He said Detective [said “LAPD, put your hands 

up.” The suspect said "I didn't do anything, what's going on? What's going on?” He said 
Detective mm attempted to grab the suspect, but the suspect swatted the detective's 
arm away, backed up a few steps, and turned around and tried to run. He said the suspect 
was blocked by the fence that was behind him. He said the suspect "kind of gave a little 
jump, like he was going to try to get over the fence," but he was not able to make it. He said 
the suspect tried to turn around and run but Detective [NM had closed in on him, and 
he and Special Agent И surrounded him. Special Agent И said he noticed 
Detective Brewster with his “weapon up” saying "Sheriff's Department. Get your hands up." 
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Special Agent Ш said Suspect Oeters would not comply with any orders. He said he 
grabbed the suspect's arm and “spun” him around. He said the other officers faced the 
suspect against the fence and put his arms behind his back. Special Agent [J said he 
heard a tire screech. He said he looked over his shoulder and saw Detective Brewster's 
body on the hood of a white vehicle, faced down or on his side. He said Detective Brewster 
was pointing his gun at the driver of the vehicle. Special Agent [J said he saw the car 
continue to go forward after hitting Detective Brewster. He said he heard several gunshots, 
but did not know where they were coming from. He said after the shots were fired, he 
cuffed Suspect Oeters and sprinted across the parking lot to where the car had crashed into 
another vehicle. He said he assisted Agent [and Agent [Jin taking the driver 
of the suspect vehicle (later identified as Suspect Champommier) out of the vehicle. He 
said Agent M administered first aid to the Suspect Champommier. 


Special Agent Ш was interviewed on June 25, 2010, at approximately 1645 hours, 
by Sergeants Don Walls and Sandra Nava. The interview was conducted in a conference 
room, located within the DEA office in the city of Los Angeles. The Interview was digitally 
recorded. 


Special Agent [EE said he and other team members of the M" Enforcement — 


Sensitive Investigations Task Force executed a search warrant at 

just prior to this incident occurring. He said the team members had driven 
from the search warrant location to the northwest parking lot of Laurel Canyon Boulevard, 
and Ventura Boulevard to debrief the operation. Special Agent [EE said several of the 
team members had arrived in the parking lot before he had. He said he exited his vehicle 
and began removing his gear that he had been wearing during the search warrant. He said 
while doing so, he was alerted by one of his team members of a male who was behind him. 
He said he looked and saw Suspect Oeters approaching to the rear of his vehicle. He said 
Suspect Oeters continued walking through the parking lot. He said as Suspect Oeters 
walked south, between the parking lanes, some of the team members were approaching 
him. 


Special Agent Еа о as the team members approached Suspect Oeters, they were 
verbally identifying themselves as “the police.” He said he specifically heard Special Agent 
ШШШ с, identify himself as law enforcement while pointing to his badge on his belt. 
He said Special Agent igestured down to his badge at least two times while walking 
toward Suspect Oeters. 
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Agent MEME said he was mainly focused on Special Agent Ш who was 
approaching the suspect from the south to prevent escape. He said Special Agent 0 
and Detective were approaching the suspect from behind. He said he believed at 
least one of them identified himself as a police officer. 


Special Agent И said that initially Suspect Oeters displayed passive resistance. 
However, when the team members tried to physically detain him, his resistance became 
more aggressive. Special Agent ШЕШШ said as they were trying to control the suspect, 
he heard them make more announcements that they were law enforcement officers. He 
said he believes Special Agent lll was the first agent to make physical contact with the 
suspect, by trying to control his arm. 


Special Agent [J said he saw Detective Brewster advance to the area where the 
other officers were detaining Suspect Oeters. He said he heard Detective Brewster 
announce in a clear, loud voice “Sheriff's Department.” He said he heard Detective 
Brewster tell the suspect to get on the ground. Не said Detective Brewster was 
approximately eight to ten feet away from the other officers and Suspect Oeters at the time 
he was making the announcements. He said Detective Brewster advanced closer to them, 
and suddenly a white vehicle, which was traveling northbound, struck Detective Brewster. 


Special Agent сәт о Detective Brewster was knocked onto the hood of the vehicle, 
went into the windshield, and then fell off the vehicle on the driver's side. He said he 
believed Detective Brewster drew his weapon and advanced a few steps forward. Special 
Agent ШЕШ said he heard shots being fired at the vehicle. He said due to the fact he 
was down range of the gunshots, he dropped to the ground and began retreating. Agent 
EB estimated he heard between three and ten gunshots during the incident. 


Special Agent Ш said that after striking Detective Brewster, the white vehicle drove 
north, then east in the parking lot at a high rate of speed. Special Agent И said he 
entered his vehicle in order to pursue the suspect vehicle, but as soon as he got inside, the 
suspect vehicle collided. He said he and other agents then ran to the area where the 
vehicle crashed. He said Special Agent may have been the first to arrive because 
Agent [was on the driver's side of the vehicle ordering the suspect to put his hands 
up. He said the suspect’s hands were up, and the vehicle’s engine was still racing. 


Special Agent EEE said he approached the suspect vehicle on the passenger's side 
and reached into the vehicle through the front passenger's door and turned the vehicle off. 


He said either Agent [or Agent IJ opened the driver's door of the vehicle and 
controlled Suspect Champommier's left hand. 
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Special Agent Ш said Suspect Champommier was not communicating and it 
appeared that he had lost consciousness. He said the suspect was removed from the 
vehicle and placed on the ground. He said Agent ШШШ retrieved his medical bag from 
his vehicle and administered first aid to Suspect Champommier. 


Special Agent ШШ was interviewed on June 25, 2010, at approximately 1718 hours, by 
Sergeants Don Walls and Sandra Nava. The interview was conducted in a conference 
room, located within the DEA office in the city of Los Angeles. The Interview was digitally 
recorded. 


Special Agent | said he and other team members of the Drug Enforcement Agenc 
Sensitive Investigations Task Force executed a search warrant at a 

just prior to this incident occurring. He said the team members had driven 
from the search warrant location to the northwest parking lot of Laurel Canyon Boulevard, 
and Ventura Boulevard to debrief the operation. He said they parked in an area of the 
parking lot that was fairly empty. Special Адеп! said while standing in the parking 
lot, he saw a male white (Suspect Oeters) walking on the north side of the parking lot. He 
said he observed Suspect Oeters peer into the window of an SUV. He said the suspect 
then walked toward his vehicle (a Dodge, Charger) which was parked alone against a chain 
link fence. He said he saw Suspect Oeters look through his vehicle’s window. 


Special Agent Ш said he believed Suspect Oeters' actions were suspicious, so he 
looked toward Detective ШЕШШ He said they began to walk toward Suspect Oeters іп 
order to contact him. He said he saw Detective holding his badge in his hand and 
showing it to Suspect Oeters. Special Agent said he exposed his badge, which was 
on his belt, and identified himself as the police and told the suspect to look at his badge. 
Special Agent 00 said he saw the suspect look at his badge. He said the suspect 
continued walking. He said from his observations of Suspect Oeters, he felt the suspect 
was “not totally with it." He said they approached the suspect slowly because they did not 
know what they were dealing with. He said the suspect “would not focus" on them. 


Special Agent Ш said as he continued to walk toward Suspect Oeters, he put his hand 
out in front of him in an effort to stop the suspect. He said the suspect stopped and turned 
to the west, facing a chain link fence. He said he believed the suspect was about to jump 
over the fence. Suspect Oeters then turned and faced them. He said while they were 
approaching Suspect Oeters, they were telling him they wanted to talk to him. The suspect 
was not cooperating. He said he saw Detective [J reach out and take control of 
Suspect Oeters’ elbow. He said the suspect began resisting. 
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Special Agent 0:0 at that moment he heard an impact, looked over, and saw that 
Detective Brewster on the hood of a white vehicle. He said he then heard some gunshots. 
He said as the vehicle drove away, he heard more gun shots. He said he watched the 
vehicle as it accelerated and continued east through the parking lot. He said the vehicle 
then and came to a stop when it collided into a parked vehicle. Special Agent EE said 
Detective Ш restrained Suspect Oeters, as he pursued the vehicle. 


Special Agent Ш said he approached the area where the vehicle collided. He said he 
saw that Special Agent ШШШ > on the driver's side of the vehicle, and Special Agent 

was on the passenger's side of the vehicle. He said he approached the driver's 
side of the vehicle. He said he saw Suspect Champommier's left hand was up, but could 
not see his right hand. He said Special Agent ШЕШШ reached inside the vehicle and 
turned the engine off. He said although he could not recall clearly, he believed Special 
Agent had arrived on scene, and Agent helped him remove Suspect 
Champommier from the vehicle. He said Special Agent retrieved a medical bag 
from his vehicle and began to render first aid on Suspect Champommier. 


Special Agent Ш was interviewed on June 25, 2010, at approximately 1550 hours, by 
Sergeants Don Walls and Sandra Nava. The interview was conducted in a conference 
room, located within the DEA office in the city of Los Angeles. The Interview was digitally 
recorded. 


Special Agent Ш said she and other team members of the Drug Enforcement Agenc 
Sensitive Investigations Task Force executed a search warrant at eS 

| prior to this incident occurring. She said the team members had driven from 
the search warrant location to the northwest parking lot of Laurel Canyon Boulevard, and 
Ventura Boulevard to debrief the operation. She said upon arrival, she exited her vehicle 
and awaited the arrival of the rest of the team members. She said she observed a white 
male with blonde hair walking through the parking lot, approaching Agent 8. She 
said Officer Chavez called out to Agent ШШШ advising him of Suspect Oeters’ 
presence. She said Suspect Oeters walked around Agent ШШШ vehicle and 
approached Agent 00 Dodge Charger, which was parked in the west portion of the 
parking lot near a chain link fence. 


Special Agent said she observed Suspect Oeters look through the passenger side 
window of the Agent Lo vehicle, into the front seat. She said it appeared as if he was 
going to do a "smash and grab." Special Agent ШШ said Detective [J approached 
Suspect Oeters, identified himself as a police officer, and asked what he was doing. She 
said Detective ЩИ told the suspect he wanted to talk to him and the suspect began 
walking south in the parking lot, away from Detective Ш and Agent И vehicle. 
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Special Agent said although she remained next to her vehicle, she could see that 
the suspect's behavior was very agitated, and he appeared to be under the influence of a 
narcotic. 


Special Agent Ш said as Agent NN No Detective J were attempting to 
contact the suspect, Detective Brewster approached them. She said Detective Brewster 


had his handgun drawn, and identified himself as a police officer. She said that suddenly 
she saw a vehicle traveling north in the parking lot between 10 to 20 miles per hour, strike 
Detective Brewster. She said Detective Brewster was thrown onto the hood of the vehicle 
from the impact. She said the vehicle was jerking as it was repeatedly accelerating, then 
braking and accelerating again. She said she saw Detective Brewster roll off the car when 
it was in motion. She said she heard at least one gun shot after Detective Brewster was 
struck by the vehicle. 


She said КИ к who was on scene, also began advancing toward the suspect. 


Special Agent Ш said she observed the vehicle proceed north bound through the 
parking lot. She said the vehicle stopped when it collided into a parked vehicle. She said 
after the collision, the tires of the vehicle were still spinning. 


Special Agent Ш said she did not go to the area where the vehicle collided. She said 
she advanced to the area where Agent Ш vehicle was parked and saw that other 
team members ran to the crash site. She said she dialed 911 to report the incident from 
her position. She said she observed that the team members had removed the driver from 
the vehicle, and had laid him on the ground. She said she observed Agent ШШШ 
rendering first aid to Suspect Champommier. 


Special Agent ЕШШ was interviewed on June 25, 2010, at approximately 1620 hours, 
by Sergeants Don Walls and Sandra Nava. The interview was conducted in a conference 
room, located within the DEA office in the city of Los Angeles. The Interview was digitally 
recorded. 


Special Agent И said she and other team members of the Drug Enforcement 
Agency Sensitive Investigations Task Force executed a search warrant at Posada 
poate T Yl prior to this incident occurring. She said the team members had driven 
from the search warrant location to the northwest parking lot of Laurel Canyon Boulevard, 
and Ventura Boulevard to debrief the operation. Special Agent EE related that the 
team had met in the same parking lot earlier in the day, prior to the search warrant being 
executed. 
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Special Agent Ш said that upon her arrival to the parking lot, she had to use the 
restroom. She said she parked her vehicle near CVS Pharmacy and was walking toward 
the public restroom when she heard multiple gunshots. She said she believed her team 
members were in the same general area where she heard the gunshots coming from. She 
said she immediately exited the store and ran west, toward that area. 


Special Agent [EE said when she got near the scene, she observed a white vehicle 
was stopped, and some team members were removing the driver from the vehicle. She 
said some of the other team members still had their weapons out, pointed at the vehicle. 
She said once Suspect Champommier was removed from the vehicle she saw Agent 
render first aid to him. Agent said she walked further west, where the 
initial incident occurred and saw Detective was detaining Suspect Oeters near his 
vehicle. She said Detective И requested that she turn off his (Detective 
vehicle's engine. 


CIVILIAN STATEMENTS 


Witness MEME was interviewed on July 25, 2010, at 0310 hours in the parking lot 
area at 12175 Ventura Boulevard, in Studio City, by Homicide Investigator Cotter. His 
interview was not recorded. 


Witness И said he was [Min the “Mexicali” restaurant which is 
located at 12161 Ventura Boulevard. He said a male white told him that he had just 
heard gunshots outside in the parking lot area. He said he went to the rear parking lot area 
and saw one uniformed LAPD officer running eastbound in the parking lot holding what he 


thought was a roll of tape. He said he did not see anything else. He said he was in the 
back И and a НН oi him a DEA officer got in a shooting. 


On June 25, 2010, at 1947 hours Homicide Investigator Laren conducted a phone interview 


with witness EET The Interview was digitally recorded. 


Witness И said while eating outside on the patio at the “Chipoltle” restaurant, she 
heard gunshots. She said the patio faces Ventura Boulevard and does not have a view of 
the rear parking area. She said at first she heard two gunshots, then a slight pause, 
followed by several more gunshots. She said she heard five to seven gunshots total. She 
said she did not see anything. 
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On June 25, 2010, at 2004 hours Homicide Investigator Laren conducted a phone interview 
with witness [EE The Interview was digitally recorded. 


Witness _ | said that she was eating outside in the patio of “Chipoltle” restaurant when 
she heard four to five gunshots in succession. She said moments later, she saw a black 
Mercedes drive quickly out of the rear parking lot and turn eastbound on Ventura Boulevard. 
She said she did not see the driver. She said she did not see the shooting. 


On June 25, 2010, at2011 hours Homicide Investigator Cotter conducted a phone interview 
with witness EE The Interview was digitally recorded. 


Witness iii said he was eating in the outside patio of "Chipoltle" restaurant when he heard 
four to five gunshots. He said moments later, he saw a black four door Mercedes drive 
quickly out of the rear parking lot and turn eastbound on Ventura Boulevard. He said he did 
not see the shooting. 


On June 25, 2010, at2016 hours Homicide Investigator Cotter conducted a phone interview 
with witness | The Interview was digitally recorded. 


Witness said she was eating in the outside patio of “Chipoltle” restaurant with her 
friends| апа 00 She said she heard five gunshots, but did not see anything. 


Witness ШЕШШЕ was interviewed on July 25, 2010, at 2107 hours in the rear exit of 
the “Mexicali” restaurant parking lot located at 12175 Ventura Boulevard in Studio City. He 
was interviewed by Homicide Investigators. The interview was digitally recorded, however, 
it was translated from Spanish to English by his i. The 
interview was not transcribed. 


Witness said he was [Jat the “Mexicali” restaurant in Studio City at the time 
of the shooting. He said he was standing outside the north exit when he heard three 
gunshots come from the parking lot. He said he did not see anything. 
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Witness EE was interviewed on July 25, 2010, at 2113 hours, by Homicide 
Investigator Laren. The interview was digitally recorded. 


Witness MM said at the time of the shooting, she was standing in the first row of the 
parking lot near "Chipoltle" restaurant with her friend B She said she heard several 
gun shots. She said when she looked around the parking lot, she saw a male white with 
gray hair, wearing a Hawaiian shirt, pointing a gun over the hood of acar and shooting. She 
said she saw him fire three to four times away from her direction and saw the smoke coming 
from his gun. She said she believed there were two other people near him as he was 
shooting, one who might possibly have been a woman. Witness Ml said she saw a 
white car, which she believed he was possibly shooting at. She said the white car quickly 
accelerated eastbound in the parking lot. She said she then heard the car screeching and 
then crash. 


Witness said she later saw the same male white who was wearing the Hawaiian shirt 
limping (Detective Brewster), calling the arriving police officers to him. She said after the 
shooting, she ducked and dialed “911" from her cell phone as she ran into the “Chipoltle” 
restaurant via the rear door. 


Witness го she later saw a different man, with bleach blond hair and a red 
sunburned face in handcuffs. She said the man was wearing a white short sleeve T-shirt 
over a long green shirt. Witness J said she did not know who the people were that 
were involved in the incident and she never actually saw the car crash. She said she only 
heard the crash. She said the entire incident did not take longer than a couple of minutes. 


Witness EE was interviewed on July 25, 2010, at 2141 hours, by Homicide 
Investigator Laren. The interview was digitally recorded. 


Witness [I said she was standing next to Witness IM in the parking lot during the 
shooting. She said she only heard gunshots, and did not know where they were coming 
from. She said she then heard tires squeak and thought they sounded close, possibly from 
within the parking lot. She said she then convinced Witness [to get to safety and they 
entered the rear entrance to the “Chipoltle” restaurant. She said the female manager 
locked them inside. 
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On June 25, 2010, at 1905 hours, Homicide Investigator Cotter conducted a phone 
interview with witness | The Interview was digitally recorded. 


Witness [Ml said she and her boyfriend (WEEE) were walking from Ventura 
Boulevard and had just turned into the parking lot near the rear of the “Chipotle” restaurant. 
She said as they walked, she heard the sounds of gunfire, tire screeching and loud voices 
somewhere in the distance. She said immediately after hearing these sounds, she was 
pushed into CVS Pharmacy by her boyfriend. She said she did not see the shooting. 


On June 25, 2010, at 1905 hours, Homicide Investigator Cotter conducted a phone 
interview with witness EE The Interview was digitally recorded. 


Witness MM said he and his girlfriend (у ШЕШ) had just finished dinner at the 
“Counter” restaurant on Ventura Boulevard. He said they crossed the street and were 
walking in the parking lot near the rear of the “Chitpotle” restaurant. 


He said he heard the sound of a “pop” followed by four or five more “pops,” and sounds of 
a vehicle accelerating. Witness Ш identified the sounds as gunfire and immediately 
reacted by pushing his girlfriend into the near by “CVS” Pharmacy for protection. He said 
he did not see the shooting. 


On June 25, 2010, at 1939 hours, Homicide Investigator Cotter conducted a phone 
interview with witness EJ The Interview was digitally recorded. 


Witness MEME said he and his wife (wW EE were eating dinner at the 
“Chitpoltle” restaurant. He said they were seated outside on the patio area which faces 
Ventura Boulevard. Witnesslllilsaid he initially heard two shots followed shortly by three 
more. He said after the shots, he heard the sounds of a vehicle accelerating, followed by 
the sounds of a vehicle crashing. He said he then walked to the back of the restaurant into 
the parking lot. He said once there, he saw “a person" on the ground. Witness [ij said 
a woman was next to him, talking on her cell phone calling for help. He said he went back 
inside and finished his meal. 


Witness [ij said after he finished his meal, he went back out to the parking lot and saw 
two or three “LAPD” cars in the parking lot. He said the situation had escalated and he saw 
that LAPD arrested a guy that had a bleached blond hairdo, wearing a green “Philly” shirt. 
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Witness Ml said the officers put the guy “away,” and then started rolling the yellow tape 
everywhere. Witness]llstated that their car was parked directly behind the white SUV 
that “apparently the person who got killed was іп.” He stated he did not see anyone get 
killed, but he did hear gunshots. He said that LAPD said he and his wife could not get their 
car when they were ready to leave, so they stood around waiting. He said while waiting, 
they saw the body of a dead person on the ground. 


On June 25, 2010, at 1939 hours, Homicide Investigator Cotter conducted a phone 
interview with witness I. The Interview was digitally recorded. 


Witness ШЕИ said she was eating dinner with her husband (W/E) at the 
“Chipoltle” restaurant. She said she heard what she thought were five to six fire crackers 
going off in a distance. She said she did not see the shooting. 


On June 29, 2010, at 1749 hours, Homicide Investigator Cotter conducted a phone 
interview with Witness | The Interview was digitally recorded. 


said he was walking in the parking lot at 12175 Ventura Boulevard in Studio 
City. He said he saw a white car accelerating toward him. He said he watched from 
approximately 75-100 yards away. He said the vehicle collided with another vehicle and 
crashed. He said shortly after, he saw some men remove the driver from the vehicle. He 
said he did not see or hear any gunshots fired. 
SUBJECT STATEMENTS 
OETERS, Douglas Ryan 
Suspect Oeters was interviewed on July 25, 2010, at approximately 0610 hours, by 
Sergeants Don Walls and Sandra Nava. The Interview was conducted at West Hollywood 
Sheriff's Station. The interview was digitally recorded. 


Suspect Oeters said he did not do “nothing wrong,” and that no one had explained to him 
why he was arrested. He said he did not commit battery on “any” police officer. 


Suspect Oeters said he lives in Ohio with his father. He said he is on vacation and drove 
out to California, from his home in Ohio, approximately two weeks ago. 
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Suspect Oeters said that two days ago, while on the internet, he met a male on a web site 
for ages 18 and over. Suspect Oeters said he and the male had been communicating via 
phone for the past couple of days. Suspect Oeters said he was at the location to meet the 
male that he had met on line. 


Suspect Oeters said he had arrived in the parking lot about an hour prior to the “male.” He 
said he parked his vehicle in the Von's parking lot. He said he changed his clothes in his 
car, and waited for approximately ten minutes. He said the “male” called him and said he 
was in a white car and was parked by the rear of the "Citibank." 


Suspect Oeters said he exited his vehicle and began walking west through the parking lot. 
He said when he reached the west end of the parking lot, which is in close proximity to 
"Citibank," he saw a light-colored vehicle parked against the chain link fence. He said there 
were no other vehicles parked next to it. He said he looked into the windows to see if the 
male he was suppose to meet was inside. 


IAB Note: Refer to page 20 of Suspect Oeters' verbatim transcripts. He 
stated he did not look in any cars. 


Suspect Oeters said he saw a group of guys standing together in the same area. He said 
he believed they were a group of people trying to have a party. Suspect Oeters said one 
of the males came up to him and got in his way. He said the male tried to grab him. He 
said he pushed the man's arm away and tried to get away. Suspect Oeters said he never 
punched anyone. He said when the man identified himself as a police officer, he 
cooperated fully. 


Suspect Oeters said when he was resisting, someone "stepped in front of a white car" and 
was struck by it. He said another male, who was standing very close to the driver's side 
window of the car, fired a gunshot through the driver's window at the driver. 


Suspect Oeters said that after the gunshot, he was handcuffed and "thrown" 
to the ground. Suspect Oeters stated "Maybe the person in the white car was trying to 
protect me, trying to get them off me, maybe trying to leave." 


Suspect Oeters said he could not recall the males name he was to meet. He said he was 
on his way walking from his car, over to the "male's" car. He said he never got a chance 
to meet the guy in person because "they stopped me, grabbed me and | thought they were 
a group of red necks, not police officers because they attacked me and they didn't have a 
badge, they weren't in police uniforms." 
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
